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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The limitation of at least one of said depending flexible continuous side surfaces 
having an inner surface shaped with an undercut and said dental crown is formed of a resilient 
and dimensionally stable thermoplastic material were not described in the original specification. 
The specification describes at least one of the side surfaces defining an undercut, which 
"undercut" is defined as the diameter of the outlet of the crown is reduced in comparison to the 
maximal internal diameter of the crown; not an inner surface shaped with an undercut. The 
specification describing that the crown presents dimensional stability is not the same as 
dimensionally stable thermoplastic material used to form the crown. Furthermore, the present 
invention is not concerned with the crown returning to its original shape when applied to and 
removed from a tooth as it is not taught. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Recitation of "said thermoplastic polymer material" lacks sufficient antecedent 
basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
5., The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 and 5-9 are rejected as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Kennedy (4,129,946). Kennedy discloses a dental crown 10 having a natural appearance of a 
vital tooth comprising a tooth shaped top surface 12 and depending flexible side surfaces 
15,16,17 extending continuously around edges of the top surface and extending continuously 
from a tooth shaped top surface end of the dental crown to an end 13 opposite the top surface end 
of the dental crown (column 5 line 10), at least one of the depending flexible continuous side 
surfaces having an inner surface with an undercut (figure 4) defining an inwardly directed 
bottom portion, the crown is formed of a known resilient and stable thermoplastic material 
(column 1 line 63) which has good shape-retaining properties and can be used to be applied and 
removed from a patient's dentition. Patentable weight is not given to the process and 
intermediate products used in the process by which the dental crown is made, for example, 
injection molding and multi-element mold, because a product claim is properly met if the final 
product is shown regardless of the process used. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

8. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kennedy in 
view of Karmaker et al. (6,186,790). Kennedy discloses a dental crown that shows the limitations 
as described above; however, does not show polymer material as claimed. Karmaker et al. teach 
a dental crown formed of a variety of thermoplastic polymer material including polycarbonate, 
polysulfone, polyacetal, polyacrylate and polymethacrylate. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a polymer of Karmaker 
et al. in the crown of Kennedy, because Karmaker et al. teach the material was known as art- 
recognized equivalent material at the time the invention was made in forming dental components 
including crown forms. Furthermore, a specific polymer material is not disclosed as critical to 
the claimed invention. Karmaker et al. show the polymer material comprising fibers. Karmaker 
et al. also show dental crown formed of a variety of processes including injection molding, 
compression molding and machining. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.
